THE CHURCH. 
The sacred edifice was one of the oldest 
buildinys dedicated to public worship in the 
Province of Quebec. Its centenary had 
nearly arrived at the time of its destruction 
It was built of stone in the old French 
style, to common all over the province, It 
was very small, its capacity only yiving ao- 
commodation to three hundred and fifty 
worshippers, It had grown venerable in 
appearance from the storms of ao many 
winters beating upon it, 
Tae rhtesrs’ HOUSE.
